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About the time local citrus 
trees began producing fruit or- 
chard heating was started here— 
and it has continued ever since. 


For years clouds of black 
smoke hung over the community 
following a night of low tem- 
perature. More modern heat- 
ers were introduced and in due 
time the dark smoke became 
lighter. 

This is by way of saying great 
progress has been made in reduc- 
ing the bad effects of orchard 
heating. Many local growers 
are reported to be far ahead of 
the city law in abolishing out- 
moded heaters. 

Two years ago 
prevalent just as it 
son. While the heating smoke 
is still the cause of inconven- 
ience and great damage, even the 
most outspoken of the = critics 
recognize the big change for 
the better since 1949-1950. 

Someone has estimated that 
at least 85 per cent of the local 
citrus growers are cooperating 
to the limit and that what smoke 
there is comes from a small 
minority of heaters. 

No one likes “smudging,” 
least of all the citrus growers.

Do they have 
to suffer versonally and_ finan- 
cially “just because the citrus 
growers fill the air with smoke?” 

The only consolation for us 
the non-citrus growers, is the 
fact that great improvements 
have been made and the outlook 
for the future is very encourag- 
ing. 

Los Angeles still has 
“smog.” Bad atmospheric con- 
ditions cannot be completely 
changed! with the passing of a 
law. Legal persuasion and high 
standards start a progressive 
movement to win the battle over 


“smog” and “smudge.”

Deaths Here 


Vital statistics for 1951 as com- 
piled by Mrs. Hazel M. Cassell 
deputy registrar and Upland city | 
clerk, shows births outnumbered 
deaths in Uvland by 728. Of the 
952 births recorded baby girls 
were ahead of the boys, with 482 
females against 470 males. Deaths 
totaled 224.
